In Sept. 1828, Mr. Southard advanced to 
Orris S. Paine, n clsrk in the Fourth Audi¬ 
tor’s office, £500, which Paine immediately 
paid ovcrlo the Fourth Auditor, having-acted 
for him in tho transaction. Here was another 
palpable violation of the law. In this case, also, 
the money was applied to the Auditor*# own 
private purposes. f 

~ In December, 1828, Mr. Southard made an¬ 
other advnncc of £750 to the Fourth Auditor, 
without the slightest authority,ami in violation 
of law; nnd this money also was applied to his 
own private use. 

In July, 1827, Mr. Southard remitted £ 1000 
to the Na.iy Agent ut Now York, without any 
requisition or request from him lo justify tho 
remittance. It has Bince been proved that it 
was sent at the mere request of the the# Fourth 
Auditor for tlio purpoeo of meeting certain 
drafts drawn hyhtnion tho Navy Agent, and 
the proceeds applied to his own private use. 
The late Fourth Auditor has bmu cortvictcd of 
fraud and punished fordrajving this money out 
ofthe Agent’s hands, hut Mr. Southard, who 
remitted it without authority, is yet running at 
large to abuse honest men. 

Iii August, 1827, Mr. Southard, in like 
manner, without any authority whatever, re¬ 
mitted £2000 to the Navy Agent in Boston, nil 
of which was drawn out of his hand*-, by tlio 
Fourth Auditor in liko manner, and applied to 
his own private uso. There is no olhdr con¬ 
ceivable purpose for which this remittance was 
made but lo meet the drafts ofthe Fourth Au 
ditor. 

In January, 1821, Mr. Southard advanced 
750 dollars more In tho Navy Agent in New 
York, wh'c'i, in like manner, wan drawn nut 
of bis hands by t contemporaneous draft ofthe. 
Forth Audiior for the same amount, and appli¬ 
ed to his own private uso. The money was 
evidently remitted for no other purpose. " 

It lias"never been pretended by the friends of 
Mr. Southard, that there was cither laikv or le¬ 
gal authority to justify those advances gf public 
money.

As tho account 
stated by the Bank, with (lie exception of that 
item, appears to bo correct, if supported by 
pro|>er vouchers, it would havo given mo plea¬ 
sure to havo it settled prior to tho approach¬ 
ing somi-nnmml settlement of Hie affairs of tho 
Bank, and with an understanding tlmt this set¬ 
tlement should not nffoct tho rights ofthe Bank 
otherwise, if nny it has. But as tho fund from 
which tho payment is to bo mado is at present 
insufficient, 1 am under tlic necessity of post- 
|»mlng it until tho President’s return; after 
which, tho requisite measures will bo promptly 
adopted.

The following «.orrcs(«mdenio between Mr. 
Grundy, the Clmitman of the Committee irom 
the Senate, on Post Office* and P°*l Roads, 
and the Post Master General, merits particu¬ 
lar notice. The letter of Mr. llarry is written 
with much perspicuity and force, and points 
out the gross assumptions of power on the part 
of the Committee, nnd the. lengths to which 
they, would go to impeach the character of the 
head of that Department.

Sir: I have the honor to acknwledgo the 
receipt of the official note, which it became 
your duty as Chairman of the Committee of 
Vlic Senaie on the Post Office to address me, 
a«Uipg, in behalf brtl.c Committee, for the in- 
sprvlion ot ,, u!l the original letters und papers” 
in my office, concerning the removal of H. 
Sa'Tord, and tlic appointment of J. Herron,as 
l’o.umasler at Putnam, Ohio. 

Sincerely disposed to comply with the calls 
of the Committee for information, I feel re¬ 
strained in this instance by a regard for those 
fundamental principles which mark the divis- 
ionbetween the co-ordinate branches of our 
Government, und which, in their application, 
sliow Ixnv fur the Committee may justly pro¬ 
ceed in its inquiries. In declining to comply 
with this call, l am influenced by no desire to 
conceal the papers (of which an inspection is 
asked) respecting the office at Putnam, Ohio; 
nor do I hesitate by reason of any thing in the 
nature of the motives which induced me to 
make the change at that office fully to set them 
forth- The course I adopt is dictated by high¬ 
er und more important considerations. 

As the Committee have already called lor, 
and been informed of the facts in ilus case by 
an official communication, slating what ap¬ 
pears upon the books ol the Department rcs- 
pojiing the time of the ap;>oiniiiient of Mr. 
llerron, and the state of his accounts, no motive 
tor the call for un inspection of the litters and 
paper* is poiceived, other (ban a desire on ihe 
pert of the Committee to ascertain the’ reasons 
ofthe change; and if principles forbid that, as 
the head otnn Executive Department, I should 
be called upon to yield those, they also deny to 
tlie Committee the right of inspecting the let¬ 
ters and papersus demanded. 

The princijiles applicable to this subject flow 
from the constitutional organization ol our Go¬ 
vernment, ami from ilic character w liich that 
organization has impressed u|ain the Senato. 
Tlie constitution recognising three kinds of 
powers, separates ai eorilingly those ofour Go¬ 
vernment into three divisions. Each division 
of powers being intrusted to u separate hotly of 


them. Whilst these principles deny to the 
Legislature a participation in the perlormrtncc 
of executive sets, they do not in any manner 
affect its rigid to prescribe, by constitutional 
enactments, the duties of executive officers. 

Without noticing the peculiar organization 
of the l’ost Office Department, distinguishing 
it Irom other Executive Departments, I will 
observe, that the power of ap|Kiinimcnt to 
oflico is in its nature an oxecutivo power. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the constitution vests it in tlie ex¬ 
ecutive brain h of the Government, w ith some 
few exceptions, such as Clerks of Courts, <>1- 
ticfcrs of Congress, &c. whose appointment 
being otherwise speciully directed, proves the 
correctness of tlie position assumed, and show s, 
that whilst tlie framers of the constitution pro¬ 
ceeded upon certain general principles, they 
admitted exceptions w here propriety and con¬ 
venience dictated them. In appointing a Post- 
mastcrat Putnam,Oliio, therefore, the Post¬ 
master (I’encra I performed an executive func¬ 
tion. In tlie discharge ol this duty, the legis- 
la i ivc branch had no right to interfere or par¬ 
ticipate. The time ol the appointment, and 
tlie person to he selected, were matters tor ex- 
e> ulivc consideration. To the discretion ofthe 
Postmaster General, under the rcs[tonsibllities 
before mentioned, it was hy tlie constitution 
and laws exclusively referred to determine 
when, and ivhoin to appoint. The reasons to 
influence the conclusion were submitted to him. 
They may have existed in public memorials, 
in private letters, or in his own mind. He 
was not bound to submit their suffitency to 
tlie judgment ol cither House ot Congress, or 
any of their committees. The law vested in 
him the final determination,and the power to 
act accordingly. Can it be urged, now when 
on appointment is made, that a Committee ol 
the Senate, wh cli would have had no rij'ht to a 
pre-examination of tlie case, to which fie was 
not bound by law to submit it before acting 
upon it, lias a right to examine the reasons up¬ 
on which he proceeded: For what purpose is 
tlie exercise ol the right claimed? Is it that 
the Committee may revise, nnd, if proper in 
their opinion, reverse the decision which he 
made? And if so, would it not be better at 
once to provide for taking beforehand the opin¬ 
ion o: t,.e Senate, or ns Committee, and thus 
save the necessity for two decisions.' 

If tlie Committee have Ihe right to look for 
reasons in the letters on tile in the Department, 
is it not eipmlly entitled to examine the Head 
ol’thc Department personally, and ask what 
motive imbued him to make the appointment: 
If not, Ihc inquiry might I c very imperfect, 
lor in a particular case there might be no pa¬ 
pers on tile relating to the appointment, or 
the Head of the Department might have been 
governed by a reason within his own know¬ 
ledge, but nut stated in any document received 
by him. And if the principle which alone 
cun sanction ttie inquiry of the Committee l>u 
correct, and tlie appointing officer bo bound to 
exhibit his reasons, is it not necessary, in order 
that this exhibition, whenever required, nuty 
be perfect, that a record should be made of the 
reasons in every case? Yet was this ever 
deemed requisite, or even proper, in any Ex¬ 
ecutive Department.

These proceedings ol tho Senate may be pro¬ 
perly deemed conclusive ugainst Ihe right of 
your committee to ask the reasons of the re¬ 
moval ol H. Sufluid from the office of Post¬ 
master at Putnam, Ohio.

The (lowers ol investigation conferral upon 
the committee, in 1830, to which ihe vote ot the 
Senutc denial the right of inquiring into the 
reasons of removals, w ere as extensive, it is bc- 
iicved, as those possessed by your committee;

The impropriety of yielding to aft indiscrimi¬ 
nate call lor letters und papers, is obvious loull 
who will reflect upon the subject. Much of the 
correspondence ol the Department is necessarily 
in its nature, strictly confidential, and the in¬ 
junction is imposed by the writers They do 
not usually consider the importance of separat¬ 
ing confidential mutter from that which isnlo 
to. Hence, in many cases, the suine com 
iliunication contains both, and it would bo im¬ 
possible to separa.e them. In such cases the 
Pcmtmaster General could not, with any degree 
ql propriety, yield Ihe |ui|ier. Were he lodo 
»o, all confidence between him and his corres 
burden Is would I e at an end. Facts, and the 
opinions ot individuals oi credit, und rcspcctu 
billt) in the neighborhood, resiiecting, the con- 
Ou(}l, character, and capacity of person in office 
fi’id fit applicants for upoinlnnnls, would he 
y, ilhhcld from the Deputin'cot. No one who 
regards his domestic comfort and the peace of 
life neighborhood, would venture to stute mat¬ 
ter thut would lead to recrimination, contro¬ 
versy, and litigation. In case* ol mail depreda¬ 
tions, which ollen lead to removals from office, 
it is all important that the De|iarlniunl should 
invite free communications both as tn facts und 
opinions. By this means it is enabled to make 


on ours. The'President may have renrons 
which wo havo not, for believing that the no- 
ccssury appropriations will be made by the new 
Chamner of Deputies at its approaching session 
—otherwise we cannot suppose he would suffor 
the matter to remain in its present posture. In 
our humble opinion, it is time oither that these 
claims wore adjusted, or abandoned. Neither 
niilion w ill ever be in a bolter condition to 
bring the uffu r to a conclusion in some way. 
If Franco prefers the infamy of deny ing justice, 
to tho glory of awarding it, let her choose that 
alternative: is will not ruin us. But it is loo hu- 
militating any longer to sue lor justice at the 
hands of a nution which perhaps has adopted 
tlie principle in regard to us, that “might makes 
right.’ A different attitude must be assumed by 
our nation, unless we would make ourselves ri¬ 
diculous.

M ATTHI AS TH K 1M POSTOR. 

Il will l,c seen by the report below, tliat 
Matthews, alias Matthias, has undergone a fur¬ 
ther examination and been committed for trial. 
His 8|>eeches, hy way ol reply to the questions 
of the magistrate, bear strong evidence of par¬ 
tial insanity; although wc doubt not that rogue¬ 
ry is coupled with tlie hallucination. W ilhin 
the last lew years, we have seen individuals, 
both in and out of the Insane Hospital, labour¬ 
ing under the same species ot derangement.— 

It is but just to say that Matthias diet not com¬ 
mence the religious mania which has deluded 
his followers in this city. The peculiar excite¬ 
ment ot which he here availed himself, began 
in 1822—’23, and several individuals, whose 
names liuve not apjieured in print, an I we hope 
will not, were among its earliest subjects. 
When Matthias came hither, therefore, from 
Albany an unhappy and unfortunate circle Of 
individuals, of both sexes, one of whom was 
the late Mr. Pierson, and others whose names 
arc before tho public, were ready to gather 
round him, anil in a stale of mind lo believe 
almost any tiling. Matthias, however, car¬ 
ried them much farther onward in their 
delusion. One ofthe female circle died soon 
afler« r.ids,and Matthias and herhusband,wi(h 
their followers undertook to anoint tho body 
ol tho deceased, and raise her from the dead!

1830—that being tho summit ot the power of

A large and costly gold medal has been prep- - 
ared by orderof the King of France with suit- . 
ahle inscriptions, for the purpose of being (ire- ' 
sen ted to one ofour gallant seamen, for his 
praisevvorjhy conduct in rescuing the crew of a 
Frcnch vessel from a watery grave, under cir¬ 
cumstances ofimminent peril. Tlie following 
note from tho Consul General ofFr mce. resid 
ing in New York, recites the particulars of 
this noble act. 

The French brig V Esperance, of Paimpol, 
wnson the 17th of May last in a stalo ofthe 
greatest distress and on the (mint of sinking.— 
The long boat on which the crew relied for the 
preservation of their fives had been dashed to 
pieces by a wave, and death in its most fright¬ 
ful form appeared to them inevitable, when 
Captain Natiianiki. Rogers, commanding 
tho Ameriean ship Grecian of Portland, being 
in sight, proved the tempest which ihrca'cned 
to swallow him up, courageously put to sea in 
his long boat, and after encountering unheard 
of difficulties and dangers which appeared in¬ 
surmountable, succeeded in saving the lives of 
the crew, at the moment that the Esperance 
disai>|*»red beneath the wave*. 

Not contented with this humane and cour¬ 
ageous act, Captain Rogers afterwards lav ishad 
the kindest attentions on tho unfortunate men 
whose lives lie had saved until tlie moment ho 
landed them in Havre.

THE FRENCH TREATY. 

This subject involves the honour of tho na¬ 
tion and tlie ii ttercsls of many hundreds, oc 
haps thousand's of individuals, who, in the be 
view «f the case, connothope for any thing like 
a full indemnity for the losses and sufferings 
they have endured. The nation is bound by 
every obligation of justice und humanity, to 
follow .the mat ker to its conclusion, and'thut 
speedily. Air eady the claimsof. ur plundered 
itizons have been |>ut off,for nearly a genera¬ 
tion, and the question now is, whether they 
shall be put off still further, or perhaps posi¬ 
tioned indefinitely. On a former occasion we 
jxpresaed our ltelief that the Exocutivoofthe 
present Government of France had acted 
good faith on th»subject of tlie Treaty, and was 
s.ncerely desirous to discharge its obligations 
to our citizens, in a manner consistent with its 
honor and the principles oi equity. Hut it can 
not be denied, that there has been a marvelous 
shuffling in tlie Chamber of Deputies relative 
lo'tba adjustment of our claims, and under cir- 
Ciinlstances of peculiar aggravation. At this 
lVioment. and for ciighteen months past, uie havo 
been fulnllmg the Treaty in )iart,by the admis¬ 
sion of French seine* at highly privileged 
raf<yi, and in this w ay, instead ot gaining indem¬ 
nity for |<nst s|xilialions, have been subjecting 
ourselves lo still fu fthur grievances. We know 
well that a Govern inent like that of France, 
cannot be expected to act in haste in a motter 
of eojntuch importance, but on the other hand, 
,it cannot be expet ted, under circumstances 
like tho present, to Interpose unnecessary de 
lays. The manner] in which this Treaty has 
lieen defeated, or its execution delayed, by tho 
French Chamber, is very remarkable. It is 
by refuting to make the necessary nppropria 
lions. The Govern,«>ent makes tho Treaty 
and the Chamber refi )*e* to carry it into effect

Dal you endeavour to impress tho mind 
of Mr. Folger with the truth of whalyou liuve 
state- in your last answer?

My general declaration 
was, that if they behoved in the spirit of. truth 
thoy would -be savod and if not they would be 
damned. To tlie question at large I answer 
No; but I said to all, that tltey must practice 
obedience in all tho branches of Ihe spirit of 
truth, as it dictates to themselvos and those 
around-them. 

Q. Did you ever receive any money or prop¬ 
erty from Mr. Folger, and if so, how much, 
and of wlmt description? 

A.In all my preaching and especially to stran¬ 
gers, I have always declared that I could re¬ 
ceive nothing from them as of their property, 
but if they felt aa though they luid in their 
possession pro|>crty which they believed belong¬ 
ed to God, and if they believed that I was tho 
servant of God, then they could give me of 
that property whatever they pleased; and I have 
never received any property or money from 
any person in any other way since I com¬ 
menced preaching tho everlasting gospel. Mr. 
Folgcr, Mr. Pierson, and Mr. M. frequently 
declared to mo that thoy believed I was the

He was, as a man, posessed of a versatility 
of talent, which bad the singular property of

familiarity with the thing* of the world. He 
was, in his days of best health, possessed of a 
fine manly form, ruddy, robust, and rather 
commanding, but| withulidell cate, and as the 
event proved unsound.

Prayer without reus¬ 
ing wo* nindo for his recovery and fora lime 
some felt encouraged to hope. A domplicated 
disease involving several of the vital pails pre¬ 
sented such dubious and conflicting symptoms 
as to baffie medical opinion and render the 
proper treatment difficult. A markod altera¬ 
tion for tlie worse a day or so before his decease 
aw akened apprehension of the issue, in some, 
and a difficulty of breathing occasioned prob¬ 
ably by tho presence of watcr in the chest, soon 
confirmed their fears and loft the emaciated 
frame to toll the rest. Fondly had maternal 
tenderness and piety watched and cheered the 
pillow ofa dying son, for tedious days and 
nights and weeks together, and it was hoped 
that erethecloseoftho past week ho would re¬ 
turn to tho borough, preparatory to attendance 
at church with the member* of his Presbytery 
now expected to convene in it: but the Most 
High had other designs towards him—and his 
sun descended in it’s western ikv more rapidly 
than even despondency itself baa anticipated — 
so true is it that death comes like a thief in lbs 
night, rendering it esseuliul that we be always 
ready.—Tho nature ofthe complaint precluded 
the expression ofhis feelings, hut from much 
that had passed in conversations before, we 
infer that death waa not a terror lo his mind.

a monov-making and money-lovingpcoplc,arc 
as muc h mill idea lo trade, and as anxious as 
any nation on carlh to court a commercial in¬ 
tercourse with strangers. Tho government 
and its officers are perhaps not less anxious for 
foreign commerce than tho people themselves, 
could they sec their way to admit it without 
danger. 'Their political apprehensions,—and 
it must be admitted that they entertain them 
on no Blender grounds,—alone prevent them 
from throwing their ports o|>cn lo foreign com¬ 
merce. The restraints under which the Chi¬ 
nese government places foreign trude._ have 
their origin in causes purely political. ‘Smug¬ 
gling’ savs an imperial edict ol 1817,‘is at ri¬ 
fling affair; but having a communication with 
foreigners, is a thing which involves vast in¬ 
terest. It is indisjiensably necessary to strain 
every nerve to eradicate the first risings oi 
baseness or mischief.’ Here the secret is out; 
it is 'destructive principle*.' Of the partiality 
of ihe Chinese people lor trade, and tho kind¬ 
ness wit h which the common people arc dispos¬ 
ed to receive si rangers, Mr. Gutzlaff gives 
many examples.” 

Smuggling exists to a considerable extent, 
and is increasing; and ships have already been 
built in England for tho purposo of carrying it 
on. Tho Westminster, which regards free 
trade not only as in all cases a commercial ben¬ 
efit, but almost as an indefensible right, says, 
that “any outcry raised against lliison the score 
of conscience will be S|ieedily put down by the 
conviction which is gaining ground universally, 
that smuggling every where is not a vice but 
a virtue, a creditable effort of the common 
sense of man, against the folly and dishonesty 
of governments:”—an avowal, by the way, 
which is an exception to the general spirit ol 
the Westminster, which however warm (si in 
denunciators of (he existing systems ofgovcrn 
raent, and urgent for radical changes, is strict¬ 
ly loyal, and forcibly advocates obedience to 
the law while it is the law,

The char¬ 
acter of the Chinese religion is thus described 
by Mr. Gutzlaff: 

“Astrology, divination, goomanry, nnd 
necromancy, prevail every where in China.— 
Though some of these practices are forbidden 
by the government,yet the prohibitum are never 
earriedmlo effect. Tho Chineso wear amulets, 
h vo tutelar deities, enchanted grounds, be. all 
the offspring of blind superstition. Wo lament 
the deep degradation ol human nature in a na¬ 
tion endowed with sound understanding, and no 
wise destitute of reflecting minds. We,at the 
same time, cannot avoid noticing their general 
apathy towards all religious subjects. They 
are religious, becauso custom bids them to lie 
so. Forms and ceremonies arc the whole which 
occupy their minds, their hearts scarcely ever 
participate in anv religious worship. That the 
doctrines ot Confucius hare greatly contribut¬ 
ed to form the national character in this respect, 
is doubtless the fact. W itli him every thing 
is form, and the outw ard ceremony is worship. 
Earthly pursuits fill the wtmlo mind of a Chi¬ 
nese; to gain money. to obtain honour, to see 
his mono propugu'.ed in Ins offspring, are the 
ol jects for which he constantly strives. When 
lie has gained his end, he relaxes in energy, 
and calmly enjoys his felicity. He dreads 
death as the destroyer of all bliss, and frequent

The session of the French (handier* lias 
closed. Notwithstanding the allusion to the 

Treaty with the United Slates by the King, 
nt the opening ol the session, no project ol a 
law providing tor the execution of its provis¬ 
ions, was presonlwl by the French Ministers. 
Il is’l u ■, (lint the session was preparatory, 
merely, intended by the charter for the organ¬ 
isation of the legislative body after the election 
nl new Deputies. The treaties which rcipiire 
legislation, ami the portions of the charter 
which cannot bo executed without legislation 
"have been alike passed over by the Ministry. 
Hut tor the extraordinary delay to act hereto¬ 
fore definitively on this subject, ami the decis¬ 
ion ortho former Chamber of Deputies against 
the Ministerial project of the necessary law, no 
surprise could be lull, or apprehension produc¬ 
ed, by the late omission by the Executive ol 
Vruncc to ask Jbr the appropriation required 


to redeem the tailh ol the (hivcrn.iic.it. I'imc- 
tially speaking, as it regards the interests ol 
tlmso lor whom France is pledged to the 
United States, the delay is unimportant. Had 
the appropriation hcen made, and the money 
liccn paid according to the provisions of tin 
treaty, the rightful owners could not have re¬ 
ceived, and could not now receive. I heal noun l 
ol their rcsiieclive claims—the ( iim nissioners 
wha arc sitting in judgment Upon them hav¬ 
ing not yut decided on the distribution that is 
to oe made.—The principal and the. interest 
must be |*aid by France, and if pai l prior to 
the decision ol the Commissioners, the indivi¬ 
dual claimants will not suiter injury. There 
is, liowevcr, another aspect of this interesting 
question. The delay that has o* curre I—the 
■ i verse decision that has been made—the pr >- 
tr.aed postponement of tlic decision by the 
new Chambers—arc all these consistent with 
the obligations of France to the United States 
Ilavethoy been—enn they bo, justifiably ex¬ 
plained, or satisfactorily excused? It is not lor 
us to penetrate the recesses of our diplomacy. 
Confiding inthc known clinrai ter ol the ad¬ 
ministration, we have no doubt the amplest 
assurances have been given to the United 
Stateso! llio intention of the Government ol 
Frnncc todojustice,and to keep its faith, to 
preserve its character among nations by the 
performance of it* engagements, made accord 
lug to the forms, and in obedience to the spirit, 
ol the chnrtor. \Vlint these assurances are, and 
how they have been, or will be lulfillud, w II 
be known in tlic progress of a few wek«. 
Until this |>oriod arrives, as the usual arts ol 
the opposition arc used to dlsceive and mislead, 
it may be useful to condense known tacts, that 
the People may see at a glance tlic position in 
which we stand. 

Yhc interested speculations of opposition 
newspapers—the assertions ot n*io*iyinoussiiws 
and informers, move not the min is of the Peo¬ 
ple ol tlie United Stales. They know that the 
Chief Magistrate usks liir nothing but what is 
rigid—vviil submit to nothing that is w rong. 
Even the claimant* under tin treaty with 
France understand too well their own interests 
to be misled by the suggestion,—ant less IIki!- 
ishtkan false,—that by a change, in tli_• admin¬ 
istration of this country, a new treaty could be 
negotiated more advantageous to them than 
that which has lircn once condemned, how¬ 
ever unjustly, by the Chamber ol Deputies, 
us loo advantageous to them to justify legisla¬ 
tive aid in its execution. 

The Convention was sighed at Paris on the 
4th of July, 1331; the r <tifu ii'i'-ii* vve-e ex¬ 
changed on ttie 2d ol February | '112.at \V ash- 
iogton. 

'five French Chambers were in scs*ion to 
tho 21»t of April. The exchange of ratifica¬ 
tions must huve been known in Paris prior to 
tlic close of tlic session! The subject ol tlic 
treaty was not presented. 

The Chambers met again on the 10th of 
November, 1832. The seesiim closed on the 
25th of April, 1833. On the tatli of April, the 
Minister of Finance laid before the Chamber 
of Deputies the treaty with the United Stales, 
•nd a bill making the appropriations to exe¬ 
cute it. The hill was rend nod referred to a 
committee. No action upon the u'ljoct during 
that session, which dosed on the 25lh April, 
1833. 

The next session opened tho following diy, 
2Gth April, 1833. On the lltli June, the 
Minister of Finance presented a new bill. It 
Was read and rolcired. Some incidental dis¬ 
cussion look place on the 13lti June, but no¬ 
thing important was done The session closed 
on the 2thh of the same month, no further no 
ticc being taken of the bill. 

The next session began nn the 23d Decem¬ 
ber, 1833. On the 18th of January, 1831, the 
Minister of Finance again presented the bill. 
It was received,ordered to be printed,and rc- 
terred to a committee. On the lOtli ol .March 
Mr. J ay presented, from tho committee, t 
detailed' 
the bill. 

28lh of March. The bill was opposed — by a 
lew ol tlie sneakers, because France should not 
have agreed to pay any thing to lliu United 
Stales; by others, because the administration 
had contracted to pay loo much. The debate 
continued three days, and on the 1st of April, 
the Chamber voted—344 members being pre¬ 
sent.

G AimnsKKs’ Won* von OfTonrn.

The affair was then disrlo*e.l by the 
clerk to hisHiqierior.* and an investigatin'! took 
place in the War and Treasury Departments 
in which many circumstances were developed 
lending to strengthen the disclosures made by 
the clerk. Mr. Temple had been Pension 
Agent in Vermont,until lie was romoved by 
Muj. Eaton,when Secretary of Wur,and it was 
apparent that lie had lmen playing the same 
game while mservice oftlie Government. 

The Clerk wlio had made the disclosure 
was now despatched with a companion, to 
Vermont, to secure the nrrest of Temple and 
investigate the cases there. Alter his depar¬ 
ture, a letter directed to him from New York 
win taken out of tho Po t Otlice, ini losing a 
filly dollar note,and promising a liberal reward 
if he would accomplish tlio object. It >va* from 
Temple, under u fictitious name. This was 
forwarded to the District Attorney of Vermont 
under the Irank of the Coiuinisioncrs of Pen¬ 
sions. 

The messengers from Washington arrived 
in the vicinity of Rutland, where the United 
States court was silting, on Friday.

The extent of his frauds is still unknown. 
It is ascertained that many of thoso for whom 
In lias been drawing pensions arc dead,and some 
ol them died twenty years ago. Others arc sup 
posed nev er to have existed. It is conjectured 
tho amount thus abstracted from the Treasury 
cannot be less than #‘ 10 , 000 , and is probably 
more.

In Iho black tea plan t, the first, shoot on the 
bud coming out, then covered with hair, forms 
tlio fine JUmery pekoe. A lew days’ more 
growth makes tho hair begin to fall off'; the 
leal then expands, and becomes the black- 
leafed pekoe. . Some young shoots have fleshier 
and finer Icavas, which make tlie souchong. 
The next best leaves innko ilic catnpoi, tho 
next congou, nnd the refuse ami interior leaves 
the hohea. These ure tlie states in which the 
black teas are collsctcil by Ilia tea farmer*. 

The varieties of green leu apjioar to originate, 
not from the stages of picking, like iho black, 
but partly from difference of treatment and 
manipulation, partly from difference of soil. 
A largo proportion of twankay tea is the 
growth ol a different district from tliut which 
produces tho hysons. IV hen u tea-merchant 
buys green tea from Iho farmer, he subjects it 
to the following process to ohtuin the varieties: 
lie silts it through ono sieve, which takes out 
the dust, the young hyson and tho gunpowder, 
then through another siove, which pnsses the 
small leaf hyson of commerce; tivo otlior sieves 
successively take out the second and largest 
degree of size, ami ivhat does not pass tlie third 
sievo forms hyson-skin. The tous then un¬ 
dergo the process of firing, in an iron nun, at a 
great degree of heat, which gives the leaves a 
tighter twist, and brings tliem up to their color. 
The tea which passes tho first sievo is then pul 
into a winnowing machine, and tho fan blows 
out the light |oi»l at the I'qRlier ond, the larger 
broken leaf at a shorter ;|iH|qnce, The lien-
